- in claim 18, line 7, after "side lobe", add —arranged to simultaneously receive 
said millimeter band signal from said transmitter .

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Regarding independent claim 15, it is allowable for the reason as set forth in 
applicant's remarks in the appeal brief, page 38, lines 1-9 and page 14, line 1 - page 25, 
line 15. 

Regarding independent claim 18, it is allowable for the reason as set forth in 
applicant's remarks in the appeal brief, page 38, line 10 - page 52, line 15. 

Regarding dependent claims 12, 24, 27, 41-46, they are allowable as being 
dependent on the independent claims above and for the reason as set forth in 
applicants remarks in the appeal brief, page 52, line 15 - page 61, line 4. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
